For War Time Work 

Colleges and Probably 
High Schools Will 
Be Used 

The U. S. Office of Education 
under the Engineering', Science, and 
Management War Training Pro- 
gram have' announced that evening 
part-time courses will be open this 
Fall at various colleges of the Phila- 
delphia suburban area and prob- 
ably the suburban nigh schools, to 
train people for war industries and' 
government agencies.

Deadline Monday 
For Landlords 

Law Provides Fine For 
Those Who Fail To 
Register 

Landlords of all hotels, rooming 
houses, boarding houses, residence 
clubs, dormitories, . trailer camps, 
and similar accommodations for 
transient guests must register with 
the Office of Price Administration 
Rent Control Division before 
August 31. it was pointed out today 
Dy Frederick P. Gruenberg, Area 
Rent Director. 

Twenty-two . schools in the 8- 
county Philadelphia-Camden area 
will be open Wednesday, Thursday, 
and Friday of this week for reg- 
istration. Landlords in the suburbs 
who do not register on one of 
these three days will have to go 
to Philadelphia, Camden, or Ches- 
ter the remaining two days. 

The registration is similar to 
that conducted between July 15 
and August 15 for house and apart- 
ment owners, but a different form 
Is used. Landlords are allowed to 
enter daily, weekly, and monthly 
rates for one, two, and three per- 
sons for each unit in the present 
registration. 

Although the deadline has passed 
for this registration, an unofficial 
period of grace has been allowed, 
he said, and no penalties will be 
Imposed on those who register be- 
fore the end of this week. The law 
provides a $5000 fine and one year's 
imprisonment for those who fail to 
register.

New Red Cross 
Coordinator Named 

Keeler Will Aid All 
Montgomery County 
Branches Throughout 

Harry F. Kee'.er has been ap- 
pointed Montgomery County Co- 
ordinator of Red Cross Disaster 
Relief. 

The new County Coordinator, 
succeeding Michael W. Scanlon 
Oreland. has been chairman of the 
Norristown Branch Disaster Relief 
Committee, and will be a vice 
chairman of the Southeastern 
Pennsylvania Chapter Disaster Pre 
paredness and Relief Committee. 

Scanlon. who is resigning the 
important post because of other 
wartime duties, has agreed to serve 
as a Deputy Coordinator and will 
give Keeler the benefit of his long 
experience in this work. 

The new County Coordinator has 
been commended for the efficient 
manner in which he has organized 
the Norristown Committee since 
war has been declared, and in hlv 
capacity for all of the Montgomery 
area, will assist the four regional 
offices therein — Norristown, Old 
York Road at Jenkintown, Main 
'Line at Ardmore. and Pottstown. 

It will be Coordinator Keeier's 
duties to aid In the gearing up of 
the Disaster Relief Committees of 
the various branches In Montgom- 
ery County, and in the event of 
emergencies, to assist any or all 
branches in supplying needs that 
might arise. 

Keeler has been appointed to the 
Montgomery County Civilian De- 
fense Council, representing Red 
Cross — this position having been 
previously held by Scanlon. Under

For War Prisoners 

Parcels Should Be Sent 
Through Post Office 
Instead of Red Cross 

Relatives and friends of men re- 
ported to be prisoners of war in thi 
Par East will be interested in the 
following statements recently madt 
by the American Red Cross, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Charles P. Neville. 14 
Lodges lane, Cynwyd, Red Cros: 
official. 

•■Negotiations for sending a ship- 
load of food, clothing, and medica' 
supplies were begun by the Ameri- 
can Red Cross and agencies of thi 
fj. S. Government on the day it wa: 
reported that Japan had taker 
American prisoners at Wake and 
Guam. 

'•The Japanese government ha.' 
approved the appointment of deleg- 
ates of the International Red Crosr 
Committee in Japan, Shanghai anc 
Hong Kong, but not yet for the 
Philippines. 

"Since the cargo of this first rellei 
ship has long been assembled it v 
not possible for the Red Cross tr 
accept the many generous offers oi 
supplies in kind. It is understand- 
able that relatives of our men held 
prisoner desire to contribute money 
cr supplies, but they should wait 
to do so until they are authorita- 
tively informed how best this may 
be done. They should be assured 
that such information will be given 
to them by the American Red Cros? 
at the earliest possible time. 

"The Red Cross cannot accept 
parcels for delivery to identified 
prisoners in the Par East to be 
carried as cargo on the anticipated 
Pacific relief ship. However, parcel.' 
addressed to officially listed war 
prisoners held by Japan will be ac- 
cepted by the Post Office and will 
be carried as mail on the Red Cros.' 
ship when safe conduct is approved 
Only those receiving letters from 
the Provost Marshall in the War 
Department may send these par- 
cels."

In completed form it is a building that reflects the rich tradition Lower 
Mcrion has always enjoyed from maintaining one of the Country's finest school systems. 
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gram are given mental tests and ability tests. They are also 
interviewed by a committee skilled in vocational guidance. 
Personality rating scales must be submitted by not less 
than three persons who know the boy applying for admit- 
tance to the division. 

Third, after the war there will continue to be a de- 
mand for'men who arc highly skilled in their respective 
trades. Even though many persons are entering mechani- 
cal trades during this period of war production, few of 
them enter the classes of the highly skilled workmen pos- 
sessing both practical and theoretical knowledge. 

Fourth, the building and the plan of instruction are 
organized in such a way that as industrial conditions 
change and new skills are in demand, the equipment and 
skills taught will shift with the time. 

The purpose and kind of training: The purpose of this 
division is that of training students in the major trades as 
junior mechanics. If a student is to sue c - ■*, in this train- 
ing, ho must be of average or better general ability; he 
should display some mechanical ability and above all he 
must give the best that is in him to all phases of the train- 
ing he elects. With few exceptions, the courses are three 
years in length. The student devotes three hours each 
day to shop work and the remainder to related studies. 
Additional courses may be added as pupil and employment 
demands develop.

The following shops will be opened this fall: 

Motor mechanics: The student will spend one half of 
his time in the motor mechanics shop. In the motor mech- 
anics course as in the other trade courses, the other half 
of the day will be devoted to the study of related skills 
such as principles of electricity, mathematics, English, his- 
tory or science. The purpose is to provide a three year 
course in which a pupil learns the principal facts about 
automobile motors and the maintenance of automobiles. 
In the advanced work pupils will work with diesel and air- 
plane motors. 

Drafting and machine design: This is a three year 
course in which the student spends one half of his time 
in the drafting room. After the first year he may choose 
to specialize in architectural or mechanical drafting. 

Electrical construction and maintenance: This instruc- 
tion covering a three year period will range from elemen- 
tary wiring circuits to highly advanced work in motor 
construction, motor testing, and electrical control ap- 
paratus.

ises +o create a steady demand for highly skilled sheet 
metal workers. In this three year course boys will learn 
to develop sheet metal patterns, to design parts, and to 
fabricate sheet metal objects. They will use galvanized 
iron sheet, tin sheet, brass and copper' sheet as well as 
some of the more recent alloys. 

Welding: This instruction includes both electric and 
gas welding. The boys will use modern industrial equip- 
ment. Welding is taught on two levels. First, a one year 
course for seniors, post-graduates, or older boys (17 years 
of age or more) who plan to enter industry immediately. 
There will also be a three year course that starts with the 
ends with the fabrication of complicated welding jobs. 

The courses described above will be known as the day 
school courses. They are operated in cooperation with the 
State Board for Vocational Education. By following this 
plan of instruction the local school district will be reim- 
bursed approximatey 40% of the cost of teachers' salaries 
from state and federal funds. This program will be under 
the general supervision of Mr. George H. Gilbert, principal 
of the senior high school, and under the immediate super- 
vision of Mr. Russell S. McGrath, director, and will be staff- 
ed by men who have had satisfactory college training and 
at least three years of trade experience with industry. 
This goes far to make certain that students will be taught 
by men of high caliber who have had both practical and 
fundamental principles of design and construction and 
theoretical training in their trade. Approximately 140 
boys have been selecVd for this training beginning Sep- 
tember 9. By the time this school has operated three 
years, it will serve some 350 boys each year.

In studying the design of the new Senior High School, 
Technical Division, it was the endeavor of the Architects 
to create a building that would harmonize with those now 
on the School Tract, and this effect was obtained in the 
study of mass, fenestration, and color selection of the 
materials themselves. Inasmuch as the School was to be 
used primarily for shop work, it was felt that exterior 
ornamentation was not needed. 

The structural work of the Building is of reinforced 
concrete. The exterior is faced with quarry stone; while 
the interior walls and partitions are built of glazed and 
unglazed tribrick units. The use of these materials has 
enabled the architects to design a modern, fire-proof 
Building of moderate costs, and still permitting a mini- 
mum of maintenance and upkeep. 

This unit, now completed, provides for a Welding 
Shop, Motor Mechanical Shop, Metal Shoo, Machine Con- 
struction, Electric Construction and Maintenance Shop, 
and a Drafting Room. Each shop has its own locker and 
wash room, tool room, storage room, and teacher's office; 
thereby making each a separate and complete unit within 
itself. Thus it will be unnecessary tor the students to 
leave the shop during any given class period. The storage 
space for each shop is of sufficient size to accommodate 
all the materials used. Each shop, with the exception of 
Machine Construction, will accommodate twenty-five (25) 
to thirty (30) boys at a time; the latter shop will accom- 
modate fifty (50). There is also a small class room which 
will be used in conjunction with the Machine Construc- 
tion Work. 

Each shop, with the exception of Welding and Motor 
Mechanical Shop has a wood floor. This iypo of flooring 
has been used not only for the comfort of the student, 
but for the protection of the fine machine tools that are 
used. Flooring of harder substance would damage these 
fine tools if they are dropped. The Motor Mechanical 
Shop can be considered one of the best. The lighting and 
ventilating facilities for this shop have been carefully 
studied in order to afford ideal working conditions. The 
Electric Test Room, Auto Lift and other equipment should 
make this shop one of the most popular with the students. 
The Machine Construction Shop is a room approximately 
50' x 90' with accommodations for fifteen lathes, two mill- 
ing machines, a furnace, and other equipment. 

At the present time, there is a great demand for 
men who will be trained in the shops of the building, how- 
ever, should the trend of the time change this demand, 
any one of the shops can be always altered with a mini- 
mum of cost for some other trade study. 

Due to the amount of materials and equipment to'be 
used in this building, it was felt advisable to construct a 
connecting bridge which affords easy access to the First 
Floor. Delivery can also be made from the road at the 
Ground Floor level. This bridge will also be used by the 
students entering the building from the Senior High School.

VOCATION EDUCATION AT LOWER MERION 
FOR NATIONAL DEFENSE PRODUCTION 

A year ago last April the Lower Merion School District 
set up classes tor Jefense training now known as Defense 
Production Training. Since that time over 1200 persons 
have been trained and immediately employed by industry. 
The new technical d ivision building will provide better faci- 
lities and equipment for the continuance of this program. 
Beginning October I, there will be classes in welding, ma- 
chine shop practice — the operating of lathes, milling ma- 
chines, grinders and so forth, drafting, blue print reading, 
and mathematics. If there afe sufficient applications, the 
other shops will be opened for defense training, also. In 
recent weeks there his been an increasing demand for 
women trained in tbest various skills. Both men and women 
are encouraged to apily for this training. Employment 
readily follows thrtfe t<r four hundred hours of training. 
These classes will be conducted late in the' afternoons, 
evenings, and from twelve midnight until morning. Ap- 
plications should be made early in September. There is no 
charge for this training. It is entirely financed by the fed- 
eral government. Eren after the training for war production 
ceases there will be evening classes for men and women 
in the various trades. 

We can truthFully say that the opening of the tech- 
nical division of tho Lower Merion Senior High School con- 
tinues the traditions of giving the finest education in a 
more rounded way to all of our citizens. It is hoped that 
people will make i|- a point to visit either the day or eve- 
ning school classes.
